Saturday  afternoon. 

Friday  night  Coach  Rosendahl 
lamented  that  the  4-1  victory 
over  Seaman  that  day  was  the 
worst  game  thrown  all  year  by 
Rau,  who  finished  with  10  vic¬ 
tories  and  no  losses.
